Two or three bodies are still in the 
ruins. 
All of the dead were firemen. 
Soon 
after the department artived a ladder 
run up from the hotel slipped and 
Ollie Reese, a fireman, was precipita 
ted to the ground and 
killed. 
He 
was the first to die, but it seemed 
hardly ten minutes later that seven 
lives were snuffed out in an instant. 


Flames were seen to shoot from the 
roof at the rear end of the theatre 
building at 4:20, and in an instant 
almost the entire roof was ablaze. 
The fire seemed to have enveloped the 
top of the building. 
The alarm of fire 
was 
quickly 
turned in and in a very short tim e 
several engines were at the scene, but 
the seat of the fire could not be easily 
located. 


sprang up in all p arts of th e house. 
Every effort was then tu rn ed to 
rescue. 
N othing could be done a t first 
but to subdue the flames and floads of 
w ater had to be poured in. 
G reat 
pools formed under th e w reckage and 
one of th e im prisoned firem en, whose

across his breast. 
T he w reckage was 
dragged aw ay as fast as possible and 
the men who still showed signs of life 
hurried to th e hospital. 
One died in

O thers were found to 
be so badly h u rt th a t th e ir recovery is 
impossible. 
While th e firem en w ere dragging 
bodies from th e basem ent 
of th e 
theatre, th u s suddenly transform ed 
into a pit of death, flames gained 
headw ay in 
th e

hallw ays. 
They burned fiercely, being checked 
only w hen they reached the double 
w alls th a t cut th e hotel and th eatre 
off from th e rem ainder of th e block 
The interior of the th e atre and th a t 
im portant p art of the hotel w hich is 
in the same p art of th e building w ere 
com pletely gutted. 
The loss w ill be 
not less th an $250,000. 
All th e scenery and costum es of 
th e L illiputian’s w ere on th e stage 
of the th eatre and w ere destroyed. 
The loss to th e com pany is $29,000.

A portion of the building is occupied 
by the Davidson hotel, and although 
the fire at first was not near any of 
the sleeping apartmtnts, the guests 
were all aroused. 
Messengers were 
sent to awaken everybody and in a 
few minutes men, women and children 
came 
tum bling 
down 
the stairs 
arrayed for the most 
part in such 
clothes as thay could seize in their 
hasty flight. 
There were probably fifty or seventy- 
five guests in the hotel, among them 
tw elve dwarfs of the Lilliputian com 
pany which had been playing at the 
Davidson and several members of the 
N ellie McHenry company, playing at 
tne Bijou. 
In a very short time every room in 
the house was empty. 
The elevators 
were kept busy in bringing down the 
guests who saw that there was plenty 
of time to get out, and waited to dress 
partially at least and collect some of 
vtheir valuables.

there was not the slightest danger as 


the fire was in the roof, over the the 
atre part of tho building and the hotel 
building is also fireproof. 
Many soon 
w ent back to their rooms to collect 
their belongings, and the panic, so far 
as the guests was soon over. 
It was alm ost impossible to get ai 
the fire to fight it successfully. 
it, 
seemed to have started just below the 
roof, under the wooden dome that sur­ 
mounts it. 
A deluge of water was 
soon poured in when the fire seemed 
to be hottest, and at 5 o’clock the 
water was dropping through into the 
auditorium aud it was feared that 
much damage would be done to the 
costly decorations and furnishings of 
handsome playhouse, one of the finest 
theatres in the United States. 
While tw o companies of the fire de 
partment were trying to reach the 
roof there occurred the accident that 
caused Lieutenant Reese’s death. Reese 
was clim bing an aerial ladder and 
was up about forty feet. 
The wheels 
of the truck had not been properly 
blocked and the ladder canted. 
Reese 
lost his hold, turned head down ware 
aud dropped with aw ful directness to 
tho concrete sidewalk. 
He struck on 
his head his brains spatteiing against 
the wall. 
At the same time tw enty men were 
feeling their w ay through the dens* 
smoke to a narrow passage that led 
out between the ceiling of the aud! 
torium and the roof. 
The fire wat- 
under control Chief Foley believed 
and t ie only dense smoke that could 
be seen came from 
this spot.

men were well out over the ceiling 
when there was a crackling and 
roar and tw enty pipemen had gone 
through.

Five People Were Killed When the Tene­ 
ment Block 
Collapsed. 


M e m p h is, Tenn., A pril 9 .—A four- 
story brick tenem ent block collapsed 
yesterday, carrying dow n in its debris 
m any victims. 
So far five dead have 
been rescued and five lie a t the city 
hospital fatally injured. 
T here were 
others w ho escaped w ith th eir lives 
and tell harrow ing tales of the horror. 
Several persons are yet in the ruins. 
The dead are: 
COOK, WILL, barber, aged 28 years. 
MARKS, LOTTIE, aged 25 years. 
MORGAN, JOHN, barber, aged 30 years. 
SIMMONS, AMY, aged 18 years. 
UNKNOWN MAN. 
The follow ing were fatally injured: 
Boyd, C atherine, 26 years o ld ; internal 
injuries and back broken. 
Guy, G eorgia, aged 35; severely m an­ 
gled. 
H arris, A ndrew, 18 years old; skull 
fractured and body m angled. 
Murphy, Cora, 28 years of a g e ; internal 
injuries; still unconscious. 
Perkins, L a v in l a , aged 20; internal in­ 
juries and m angled legs. 
The block w as erected thirty-four 
years ago. 
The buildings com posing 
it w ere made of brick, four stories 
ligh, w ith slate roofs and were sepa­ 
rated by thick brick walls. 
They were 
ocated on Beal and Desoto streets in 
a thickly populated p art of the city. 
One p a rt was occupied by fam ilies and 
day laborers, m ostly colored, w hile 
the other p art w as le t out in rjppms. 
In the m orning m any of the ten an ts 
were a t mass or sunrise prayer ipeet- 
ings and returned shortly before the 
disaster. 
W hen they w ent in they 
noticed unusual cracking of the plas­ 
tering and floors and aroused those yet

It has been asserted th a t 
if the tax on state bank issues were 
removed the paper money issued by 
these hanks would be so abundant 
th a t the popular dem and for more sil­ 
ver would end. 
Mr. Bland says, on 
the contrary, the repeal of the state 
bank tax will increase instead cf de­ 
crease the dem and for silver. 
“The 
state banks w ill need coin to support 
their issue,” said he, “and silver w ill 
be natu rally selected as the backing 
for state currency. 
The repeal of the 
state bank tax w ill be therefore help­ 
ful to silver.’’

Alderman Ed. Smith Anxious To See 
Janesville Own Both Plants—Fourth 
W ard People Appeal to the Council 
for a Private Sewer on South Jack­ 
son and Holmes Streets. 
Electric lights and water works, 
owned and operated by the city, are 
among the innovations suggested by 
Alderman Ed. Smith. 
Flushed by his 
success in convincing the council that 
electric lights are better and cheaper 
than gas or oil, Alderman Smith, of 
the Fifth ward, has resolved on other 
reforms. 
“ The people of Janesville will be 
given a chance to see th at the city 
can be better lighted with electric 
lights than with the same money 
spent on oil and gas,” said the enthu­ 
siastic Fifth ward alderman. 
“ After 
this the council can do no better than 
to issue bonds for the purpose of pur­ 
chasing the water works plant, pro­ 
vided the purchase can be made at a 
reasonable figure. 
If this cannot be 
done I should advocate the building of 
an entire new plant, which I believe 
can be done for one hundred thousand 
dollars. 
After this the city ought to 
put in an electric light plant in con­ 
nection with the water works. 
By 
doing this the city can be lighted at 
a very low figure, and better than any 
other city in the country. 
There is a 
growing feeling in the city that will 
soon 
compel 
the 
the 
common 
council to take hold of the water 
works company without soft gloves. I 
believe the city should own the plant. 
If we cannot buy it at a reasobable 
figure we can put in a new plant.” 


Sew erage a P ressing Question. 
The council will be confronted this 
evening with a petition that will per­ 
plex that body. 
It concerns sewer­ 
age. 
South Jackson and 
Holmes 
street people will petition for permis­ 
sion to construct a private sewer, com­ 
mencing on South Jackson street at 
North, thence to Holmes, and on 
Holmes to Rock river. 
Property hold­ 
ers in this section of the city have 
been waiting patiently for a year or 
more for the city to commence the 
building of sewers, and realizing that 
nothing is to be expected for some 
time to come, they propose to take 
the m atter in their own hands and 
build a private sewer. 
A number of 
bouse owners along the line of this 
sewer have joined the syndicate. 
The common council having granted 
a number of similar petitions will un­ 
doubtedly grant this one, and by so 
doing the construction of the city sew­ 
ers will be delayed all the longer as it 
will add another section of property, 
the owners of which being well pro­ 
vided with drainage, will be opposed 
to the main sewerage system. 
The 
m atter is a serious one. 
If the city is 
to have a general sewerage system the 
granting of special privileges should 
be considered with much care. 
South 
Jackson people demand and should 
have sewerage. 
One house holder has 
already honey-combed his entire lot 
with cess pools, until he bas no more 
room. 
Others are quite as badly fixed 
and prompt relief is necessary.

REV. W . A. 
EVANS SUDDENLY 
MINUS A JOB. 


Former 
Janesville 
Pastor in 
Hot 
W ater—M. 
J. 
Carpenter, Also 
From the Bower City, Leads the 
Opposition—Minister Charged with 
Deliberate Falsification. 


Janesville people all remember Rev. 
W. A. Evans. 
A few years ago he 
was pastor of Court Street Methodist 
church and left after a very lively 
little row. 
Now he is up to his neck 
in another church fight at La Grange, 
a fashionable Chicago suburb. 
The 
church board h is regularly requested 
the pastor’s resignation about once a 
month for nearly a year, and each 
time the minister has refused to re­ 
sign. 
It has now reached a point 
deemed advisable to do away with fur­ 
ther politeness and a cold, formal 
notice to quit, and quit immediately, 
has been served. 
TIly fight has been a long one and 
at times assumed such bitterness that 
the disruption of the church was 
threatened, and even now there are 
many who declare that certain mem­ 
bers of the church committee have 
been over zealous in their ‘ ‘persecu­ 
tion’' of the minister and that one 
member of the committee probably 
had an ax to grind. 
The charge against Rev. Mr. Evans 
is “ conduct unbecoming a minister,” a 
charge which covers a multitude of 
sins. 
In this instance it covers the 
crime of falsehood. 
Rev. W. 
A. 
Evans is charged with deliberate, re­ 
peated and malicious falsehood. 
About a year ago members of the 
Co lgregational church, the most fash­ 
ionable congregation of La Grange, 
were shocked at what seemed the 
eccentric opinions of the new pastor. 
One Sunday he would advocate a cer­ 
tain movement only to denounce in on 
the next. 
He repeatedly contradicted 
himself in his pulpit and made many 
enemies by his too personal utter­ 
ances. 
Strain On the Pastor. 
Early in the winter the pastor found 
the church divided against him. 
In 
vain did his friends go to him and beg 
him to chcnge his methods. It became 
rumored that his mind had given way. 
A handsome church, which had cost 
$18,000, had just been dedicated, free 
of debt, and Rev. Mr. Evans had been 
the prime factor in its erection. 
The 
strain was, of course, severe, and told 
on the pastor’s health, and those who 
a rra y ed themselves against him would 
have it that his mind had weakened 
under the strain. 
However that may 
be the fact remains that almost simul­ 
taneously with the dedication of the 
new edifice the heretofore popular and 
brilliant pastor became odd and harsh 
in speech and displeasing in manner. 
Among the first to take part against 
the minister was M. J. Carpenter, for­ 
merly of this city, but how of the 
Chicago & Eastern Illinois railroad. 
Mr. Carpenter, who ia a member of 
the church committeee, bas led the op­ 
position and has been well seconded 
by C. J. Corey. 
At first their aggress­ 
iveness was frowned on but they con­ 
tinued their war against the man who 
held the pulpit and by degrees won a 
majority of the church committee. 
Since then frequent efforts have been 
made for Dr. Evans’ resignation, but 
he, feeling that the main body of the 
congregation was with him, ••efused 
to resign. 
The general impression is 
that the pastor’s mind is affected.

I wish every city in the United 
States had as fine a palace for its Young 
Men's Christian Association as New 


*T W as a S tranger and Ye Took Me In ” 
"—M att. xxv. : 35— D angers and P itfalls 
W hich B eset th e C hristian on His Visit 
to th e M etropolis— An Instructive Talk. 
Brooklyn, N. Y., April 8.—Before 
no audience in the world could sueh a 
sermon as Rev. Dr. Talmage preached 
to-day be so appropriate as in the 
Brooklyn tabernacle, where it is esti­ 
mated th at 150,000 strangers attend 
every year. 
It was a sermon th at had 
for them a special interest. 
The text 
selected was Matthew xxv : 35. 
“I was 
a stranger and ye took me in.” 
It is a moral disaster th at jocosity 
has despoiled so many passages of 
scripture, and my text is one th at has 
suffered from irreverent and misap­ 
plied 
quotation. 
It 
shows 
great 
poverty of w it and humor when peo­ 
ple take the sword of divine truth for 
a game at fencing, or chip off from 
the Kohinoor diamond of inspiration 
a sparkle to decorate a fool's cap. My 
tex t is the salutation in the last judg­ 
m ent to be given to those who have 
shown hospitality, and kindness, and 
Christian helpfulness 
to strangers. 
By railroad and steamboat the popula­ 
tion of the earth are all the time in 
motion, and from one year's end to 
another, our cities are crowded with 
visitors. 
Every 
morning 
on 
the 
tracks of the Hudson river, the Penn­ 
sylvania, the Erie, the Long Island rail­ 
roads there come passenger trains more 
than I can number; so th at all the de­ 
pots and the wharves are a-rumble and 
a-clang with the coming in of a great 
immigration of strangers. 
Some of 
them come for purposes of barter, 
some for mechanism, some for artistic 
gratification, some for sight-seeing. A 
great many of them go out on the 
evening trains, and consequently the 
city makes but little impression upon 
them; but there are m ultitudes who, 
in the hotels and boarding houses, 
make tem porary residence. They tarry 
here for three or four days, or as many 
weeks. 
They spend the days in the 
stores and the evenings insight-seeing. 
Their tem porary stay will make or 
break them, not only financially but 
morally, for this world and the world 
th a t is to come. 
M ultitudes of them 
come into our morning and evening 
services. 
I am conscious th at I stand 
in the presence of many this m oment 
I desire 
more especially to speak 
to them. 
May 
God give me the 
rig h t word and help me to utter it in 
the right way. 
There have glided into this house 
those unknown to others, whose his­ 
tory, if told, would be more thrilling 
than the deepest tragedy, more excit­ 
ing than l’a ttis song, more bright 
than a spring morning, more awful 
than a w intry midnight. If they could 
stand up here and tell the story of 
their escapes, and their temptations, 
and their bereavements, and their dis­ 
asters, and their victories, and their 
defeats, there would be in this house 
such a commingling of groans and ac­ 
clam ations as would make the place 
unendurable. 
There is a man, who, in infancy, lay 
in a cradle satin-lined. Out yonder is a 
man who was picked up, a foundling, 
on Boston Common. Here is a man who 
is coolly observing this religious ser­ 
vice, expecting no 
advantage and 
caring for no advantage for him­ 
self;'while yonder is a man who has 
been for ten years in an awful confla­ 
gration of evil habits, and he is a mere 
cinder of a destroyed nature, and he is 
wondering if there shall be in this 
service any escape or help for his im­ 
m ortal souL 
Meeting you only once, 
perhaps, face to face, I strike hands 
w ith you in an earnest talk about 
your present condition, 
and 
your 
eternal well-being. 
St. Paul's ship at 
M elita w ent to pieces where two seas 
meet; but we stand to-day a t a point 
where a thousand seas converge, and 
eternity alone can tell the issue of the 
hour. 
The hotels of 
this country, for 
beauty and elegance, are not sur­ 
passed by the hotels in any other 
land; but those that are most cele­ 
brated for brilliancy of tapestry and 
m irror can not give to the guest any 
costly apartm ent unless he can afford 
a parlor in addition to his lodging. 
The stranger, therefore, will generally 
find assigned to him a room without 
any pictures, and perhaps any rocking 
chair! 
He will find a box of matches 
on a bureau, and an old newspaper 
left by the previous occupant, and 
th a t will be about ail the ornam enta­ 
tion. 
At 7 o'clock in the evening, 
after having taken his repast, he will 
look over his memorandum-book of 
the day’s work; he will write a letter 
to his home, and then a desperation 
w ill seize upon him to get o u t 
You 
hear the great city thundering under 
your windows, and you say, “I must 
join th a t procession,” and in ten min­ 
utes you have joined it. 
Where are 
you going? 
“ Oh,” you say, “I haven’t 
made up my mind y e t” 
Better make 
up your mind before you start. 
Per­ 
haps the very way you go now you 
wiil always go. 
Twenty years ago, 
there were two young men who came 
down the Astor house steps and started 
out in a wrong direction, where they , 
have been going ever since. 
‘‘Well, where are you going?” says j 
one man. ‘‘I am going to the Academy 
to hear, some music.” 
Good. 
I would ; 
like to join you at the door. 
At the ; 
tap of the orchestra baton, all the 
gates of harmony and beauty will open 
before your soul. 
I congratnlate you. j 
Where are you going? 
“ Well,” you j 
say, “ I am going up to see some ad- j 
vertised pictures.” 
Good. 
I should 
like to go along w ith you and look 
over the same catalogue, and study 
w ith you Kensett, and Bierstadt, and 
Church, and Moran. 
Nothing more 
elevating than good pictures. 
Where 
are you going? 
“Well,” you say, 


York has. Where are you going? “Well,” 
you say, “I am going to take a long 
walk up Broadway, and so turn around 
into the Bowery. 
I am going to study 
human life.” 
Good. 
A walk through 
Broadway at eight o’clock at night is 
interesting, educating, fascinating, ap­ 
palling, exhilarating to the last degree. 
Stop in front of th at theater and see 
who goes in. 
Stop at th at saloon and 
see who comes out. 
See the great 
tides of life surging backward and 
forward, and beating against the mar­ 
ble of the curbstoue,and eddying down 
into the saloons. 
W hat is th at mark 
on the face of that debauchee? It is 
the hectic flush of eternal death. What 
is th at woman’s laughter? It is the 
shriek of a lost soul. 
Who is that 
Christian man going along w ith a vial 
of anodyne to the dying pauper on 
Elm street? Who is th at belated man 
on the way to a prayer meeting? Who 
is th at city missionary going to take a 
box in which to bury a child? Wrho 
are all these clusters of bright and 
beautiful faces? 
They are going to 
some interesting place of amusement. 
\\ ho is th at man going into the drug 
store? T hat if: the man who yesterday I 
lost all his fortune on Wall street He 
is going in for a dose of belladonna, 
and before morning it will make no 
difference to him w hether stocks are 
up or down. 
I tell you that Broad­ 
way, between seven and twelvq o’clock 
a t night, between the Battery and 
Central Parkas an Austerlitz, a Gettys­ 
burg, a Waterloo, where kingdoms are 
lost or won, and three worlds mingle 
in the strife. 
I meet another coming down off the 
hotel steps, and I say: “Where are you 
going?” 
You say: 
“I am going with 
a m erchant of New York who has 
promised to show me the underground 
life of the city. I am his customer, and 
he is going to oblige me very much.” 
Stop! A business house th at tries to 
get or keep your custom through such 
a process as th at is not worthy of you. 
There are business establishments in 
our cities which have for years been 
sending to destruction hundreds and 
thousands of merchants. 
They have 
a secret draw er in the counter, where 
money is kept, and the clerk goes and 
gets it when he wants to take these 
visitors to the city through the low 
slums 
of 
the 
place. 
Shall 
I 
mention the 
names 
of 
some of 
these great 
commercial 
establish­ 
ments? I have them on my lips. Shall 
I? Perhaps I had better leave it to the 
young men who, in th at process, have 
been destroyed themselves while they 
have been destroying others. 
I care 
not how high-sounding the name of a 
commercial establishm ent if it pro­ 
poses to get customers or to keep them 
by such a process as that; drop their 
acquaintance. 
They will cheat you 
before you get through. 
They will ! 
send you a style of goods different 
from th at 
which you 
bought 
by 
sample. 
They will give you under­ 
weight. 
There will be in the pack- 1 
age half-a-dozen less pairs of suspend­ 
ers than you paid for. 
They will rob 
you. 
Oh, you feel in your pockets and 
say: 
“Is my money gone?” 
They 
have 
robbed 
you 
of 
something 
for 
which 
dollars 
and 
cents 
can never give you compensation. 
When one of these western merchants 
has been dragged by one of those com­ 
mercial agents through the slums of 
the city, he is not fit to go home. The 
mere memory of w hat he has seen will 
be moral pollution. 
I think you had 
better let the city missionary and the 
police attend to the exploration of 
New York and underground life. You 
do not go to a smallpox hospital for 
the purpose of exploration. 
You do 
not go there, because you are afraid 
of contagion. 
And yet you go into 
the presence of a moral leprosy th at is 
as much more dangerous to you, as the 
death of the soul is worse than the 
death of the body. 
I will undertake 
to say th a t nine-tenths of the men who 
have been ruined in our cities have 
been ruined by simply going to ob­ 
serve w ithout any idea of participat­ 
ing. 
The fact is th at underground 
city life is a filthy, fuming, reek­ 
ing, pestiferous depth which blasts 
the eye th at looks a t it. 
In the 
Reign of Terror, in 1792, in Paris, peo­ 
ple, escaping from the officers of the 
law, got into the sewers of the city, 
and crawled and walked through miles 
of th at awful labyrinth, stifled with 
the atmosphere and almost dead, some 
of them, when they came out to the 
river Seine, where they washed them ­ 
selves and again breathed the fresh j 
air. 
But I have to tell you th at a 
great many of the men th at go on the 
work of exploration through the un­ 
derground gutters of New York life 
never come out at any Seine river 
where they can wash off the pollution 
of the moral sewage. 
Stranger, if one 
of the representatives of a commercial 
establishm ent proposes to take you 
and show you the “ sights” of the 
town and underground New York, say 
to him: 
“Please, sir, w hat part do 
you propose to show me?” 
About sixteen years ago as a minis­ 
ter of religion I felt I had a divine 
commission to explore the iniquities of 
our cities. 
I did not ask counsel of my 
session, or my presbytery, or of the 
newspapers, but asking the compan­ 
ionship of three prominent police offi­ 
cials and two of the elders of my 
church, I unrolled my commission and 
it said: 
“Son of man, dig into the 
wall; and when I had digged into the 
wall, behold a door; and he said, go in 
and see the wicked abominations that 
are done here; and I went in, and saw, 
and behold!” Brought up in the coun­ 
try, and surrounded by much parental 
care, I had not until th at time seen 
the haunts of iniquity. 
By the grace 
of God defended, I had never sowed 
my 
“wild oats.” 
I had 
somehow 


been able to 
tell 
from 
various 
sources something about the iniquL 
ties of the great cities, and to preach 
against them; but I saw, in the de­ 
struction of a great m ultitude of the 
people, th at there must be an infatua­ 
tion and a tem ptation th at had never 
been spoken about, and I said: 
“I 
will explore.” 
I saw thousands of 
men going down, and if there had been 
a spiritual percussion answering to 
the physical percussion, the whole air 
would have been full of the rumble, 
and roar, and crack, and thunder of 
the demolition, and this moment, if 
we should pause in our service, we 
should hear the crash, crash! Ju st as 
in the sickly season you sometimes 
hear 
the 
bell 
a t 
the 
gate of 
the 
cemetery 
ringing almost in- 
eet santly, so I found th at the bell at 
he gate of the cemetery where ruined 
souls are buried was tolling by day 
and tolling by night. 
I said, “I will 
explore. ” 
I went as a physician goes 
into a fever lazaretto, to see w hat 
practical and useful information I 
m ight get. 
T hat would be a foolish 
doctor who would stand outside the 
door of an invalid w riting a Latin pre­ 
scription. 
W hen the lecturer in a 
medical college is done with his lect­ 
ure, he takes the students into the 
dissecting room, and he shows them 
the reality. 
I w ent and saw, and 
came forth to my pulpit to report a 
plague, and to tell how sin dissects the 
body, and dissects the mind, and dis­ 
sects the soul, 
“Oh!” say you, “are 
you not afraid th at in consequence of 
such exploration of 
the iniquities 
of the city other 
persons might 
make exploration, 
and 
do 
them­ 
selves damage?” I 
reply: 
“If 
in 
company w ith the commissioner of po­ 
lice, and the captain of police, and 
the inspector of police, and the com­ 
pany of two Christian gentlemen, and 
not w ith the spirit of curiosity, but 
th at you may see sin in order the bet­ 
ter to combat it, then, in the name of 
the eternal God, go! 
But, if not, then 
stay away. ’ Vt ellington, standing in 
the battle of Waterloo when the bul­ 
lets were buzzing around his head, 
saw a civilian on the field. 
He said 
to him: “Sir, w hat are you doing here? 
Be off!” “Why,” replied the civilian, 
“there is no more danger here for me 
than there is for you.” Then W elling­ 
ton flushed up and said: “God and my 
country demand th at I be here, but 
you have no errand here.” 
Now I, as 
an officer in the 
army 
of 
Jesus 
Christ, 
w ent 
on 
th at 
explora­ 
tion, and on to th at battlefield. If you 
bear a like commission, go; if not, 
stay away. 
But you say, “Don’t you 
think th at somehow the description of 
those places induces people to go and 
see for themselves?” 
I answer, yes, 
just as much as the description of yel­ 
low fever in some scourged city would 
induce people to go down there and 
get the pestilence. 
But I may be ad­ 
dressing some stranger already de­ 
stroyed. \\ here is he th at I may point- 
| edly yet kindly address him? Come 
I back! and wash in the deep fountain 
of a Savior’s mercy. 
I do not give you 
a cup, or a chalice, or a pitcher with 
a limited supply to effect your ablu- 
j tions. 
I point you to the five oceans 
of God's mercy. 
Oh! th at the Atlantic 
; and 
Pacific 
surges of divine for­ 
giveness 
might 
roll 
over 
your 
I soul. 
As 
the 
glorious 
sun 
of God’s forgiveness rides on toward 
the mid heavens, ready to submerge 
you in warm th and light and love, I 
bid you good morning! 
Morning of 
peace for all your troubles. 
Morning 
of liberation for all your incarcera­ 
tions. 
Morning of resurrection for 
your soul buried in sin. 
Good morn­ 
ing! 
Morning for the resuscitated 
household th at has been waiting for 
your return. 
Morning for the cradle 
and the crib already disgraced with 
being th at of a drunkard’s child. 
Morning for the daughter th at has 
trudged off to hard work because you 
did not take care of home. 
Morning 
for the wife who at 40 or 50 years has 
the wrinkled face, and the stooped 
shoulder, and the white hair.

C h ic a g o , April 9.—JohnM. Thurston 
of Omaha arrived in the city yesterday 
from St. Paul. 
Mr. Thurston said the 
decision of Judge Caldwell in the Union 
Pacific case has relieved the receiver 
of the resposibility of cutting down 
the wages of the thousands of em­ 
ployes of the road, hut it has not set­ 
tled the wage question. 
“Under the decision of Judge Cald­ 
w ell,” said Mr. Thurston, “the re­ 
ceivers have no power to reduce the 
wages of the employes who were in­ 
volved in the proceeding in court. 
This includes the engineers and fire­ 
men and all the trainmen. 
The other 
employes, shopmen, clerks and all 
holding salaried positions had their 
pay reduced last September, when 
a cut of from IO to 20 per cent 
was made. 
These employes have now 
come into court and have petitioned 
for a restoration of their old salaries. 
Judge Caldwell held that the present 
schedules under which the trainmen 
work are just and proper and should 
not be reduced by the receiver. 
The 
other employes now say that if the 
trainmen’s schedules are right the 
duction of their wages was wrong and 
their position seems to he logical and 
unassailable. 
The rate 
of wages 
paid on the Union Pacific is higher 
than is 
the receivers deemed a reduction neces­ 
sary and not unjust, considering the 
situation in which the road is placed.”
